The Chairman apologised for the absence of 
the Lord Mayor, who was to have presided. 
As President of the Chamber, he was glad to 
declare the exhibition open, and he believed 
that it would be followed with great interest 
by the citizens generally. The Chamber bad 
taken an interest in the question before now. 
Its members were interested personally in it 
as citizens, but they also sought to do their 
part to draw attention to the questidén in- 
volved in the exhibition of plans for new 
Dublin. The Chamber had a Committee at 
work which was dealing with the housing 
problem, and they hoped that it was going to 
d> important work. It would act as an ally 
to the Civic Inatitute. They all thought of 
what Dublin was, but the question which con- 
cerned them now was what Dublin was going 
to be. There was a time when citizens resided 
within the city, but now citizens Jived in the 
greater Dublin which comprised a large belt 
outside tho city. They all wanted to see some 
practical results accruing from the present 
efforts. Frequent inquiries were made as to 
where the money was to come from, but he 
was glad to say that there were optimists who 
thought that the day was coming when practical 
results trould be achieved. He hoped that the 
resu@ of the exhibition would be the carrying 
out in a concrete way some of the ideas and 
ideals of the architects of Dublin. The ques- 
tion was being forced on them as regard the 
devastated area as to how it was to be re- 
constructed. The problem of housing was also 
forced on them owing to the fact that the 
health returns were not creditable, and they 
all knew what was required 
improved dwellings and improved surroundings, 
in order to secure a very much lower death-rate. 
The difficult question was as to how to bring 
in greater Dublin into the question. If the 
problem was to be solved by concentrating on 
the old city, he was inclined to agree with the 
pessimists that it was impossible. Everyone 
must be prepared to join hands in the solution 
of the question, and his own opinion was that 
they would never see Dublin what it should ‘be 
until they did what had been done by other 
great municipalities like London, Birmingham, 
Liverpool, and Glasgow. (Applause.) 

Mr. James Shanks mentioned that Sir John 
Griffith, who had rendered invaluable service 
as Chairman of the Chamber's Housing Com- 
mittee, was unavoidably absent. The exhibi- 
tion was a hopeful indication that a union 
would be brought about amongst important 
bodies and representative individuals for the 
improvement of the city. The citizens, so far, 
had apparently not realised: the necessiv} for 
that co-operation. As regards tha. future, he 
was an optimist, and he was perfeétiy willing 
to join in a crusade for the extermination of 
the pessimists. He could not understand why 
they should go on their knees at the door of 
the Treasury when there was plenty of money 
available in the counfry to solve the problem. 
In Great Britain the authorities were wide 
awake and active in regard to the question, 
and he hoped that a similar epirit would evince 
itself in Ireland, especially in Dublin. 

Mr. R. C. Orpen, Chairman of the Housing 
and Town Planning Section of the Institute, 
expressec appreciation of the action of . the 
Chamber im facilitating the holding of the 
exhibition. Thanks were also due to other 
public bodies and individuals who had made 
the exhibition poasible. He hoped that the 
civic spirit would be largely extended through 
the medium of the exhibition. 

Professor Aberctombie mentioned that great 
interest was taken in the competition through- 
out the British Isles. Dublin was the first 
great city to launch a big scheme dealing with 
every aspect of city life. When his firm pre- 
pared the scheme, which had won first prize, 
they felt that Dublin had a great future before 
it, but, if Dublin was to have a prosperous 
future, it should prepare itself for that period. 
The first essential was the proper housing of 
the working classes and the bringing of the 
present machinery up-to-date.

URBAN AND RURAL ALLOTMENTS. 

In the evening a number of papers were 
read dealing with garden allotments and town 
planning— ó Robert 8, Swirles, President of 
the Dublin Rotary Club, being in the chair. 

Mr. W. H. Johns read a paper on “ Urban 
Allotment Plots: their general working, cost, 
and average yield.” He said that in general, 
allotments were about an eighth of an acre in 
extent, the class of ground at present used 
being mainly waste land. The garden plota 
were usually situated at a distance from the 
worker's house. The workers included dock 
labourers, shipyard workers, artisans, , clerka, 
and police constables. The crops which he re- 
commended for these plots were cabbages, 
cauliflowers, sprouts, carrots, parsnips, onions, 
peas, boans, and the like. The appearance of 
the plot would be benefited by a flower border, 
and the tenants could derive profit from the

WORKSHOPS. 


The audit of the accounts of the Dublin Cor- 
poration for the period ended the S3lset of 
March, 1916, was opened by Mr. J. L. King, 
Local Government Board Auditor, yesterday 
at the City Treasurer’s office in the Muni- 
cipal Buildings. The Town Clerk (Mr. Henry 
Campbell) and the Law Agent (Mr. Rice) 
were present. Mr. J. Hubbard Clark, J.P. 
(Chairman), Mr. M. 8. Orr (solicitor), and Mr. 
Thomas O'Dwyer (Secretary) attended on be- 
half of the Dublin Citizens’ Association to 
object to certain items of the accounts. 

Mr. Orr said that, in the course of the re- 
marks which he proposed to make, it was not 
his intention to cast any reflection whatever on 
the officers of the Corporation, as a more 
courteous and efficient body of officers it would 
be difficult to find He first urged that insuffi- 
cient notice had been given of the audit. The 
notice had been published on the 16th inst. 

The Auditor said that, perhaps, he might be 
able to arrange so that his notice would come to 


the Town Clerk just prior to the Council meet- 


ing, in which chse the citizens would have, per- 
haps, three weeks’ notice. 

Mr. Campbell said that there was no idea of 
how busy the officers of the Corporation had 


n. He could not do more than he was doing | 


for the Corporation; he did not care what pres- 
sure was = upon him, 

The Auditor added that he did not think the 
Gitizens’ Association had much to complain of; 
for it had got notice on the 15th, and its re- 
presentatives had not come to inspect the ac- 
counts until the 19th. 


Mr. Campbell said that Mr. O'Dwyer knew {| 


that, although he and the officers of his associa- 
tion were in continual hostility with the mem- 
bers of the Corporation, that had never made 
any difference with himself. 

Mr. O’Dwyer—Not at all. 

Mr. Campbell went on to say that if Mr. 
O’Dwyer wished to mark down an account he 
could do so for a year or fifteen months or 
eighteen months. 

The Auditor thought that when the opening 
of the period of inspection was advertised 
the Secretary of the Association should drop 
everything else and attend to the matter. 

Mr. Orr was sure that Mr. Campbell would 
do his best to meet the Association’s objection. 

Mr. Campbell answered that he was subject 
to orders; that he was like a soldier. 

Mr. Orr proceeded to lay before the Auditor 
objections which his Association took to several 
items of the accounts He said that the Civic 
Council seemed to have overlooked the fact that 
they were trustees for the ratepayers. Tho 
first item to which he took exception related to 
a printing contract, part of which had been 

iven to Cahill aid Co, and part to Cherry and 
Smalidridge, both of Dublin, while the Athlone 
Printing Works Company's tender had been 
excluded. He argued that the principle under- 
lying that action, which was to give work to a 
Dublin house instead of a country house, was 
unsound. He put to the Auditor the following 
AE; a — 

(1) Printing Contract:—That tho rejection by 
the Council of the tender of the Athlone Print- 
ing Works Co., Lid., mentioned in report No. 
85 of 1915 of the Estates and Finance Com- 
mittee, dated 30th March, 1915, causing a loss 
to the rates of approximately £160, was mus- 
conduct and negligence and a breach of trust; 
or as an alternative 

(a) That the advertisement for tenders of 
the 4th May, 1915, was not in accordance with 
the terms of the order, of the Council of the 
árd May, 1915, and that the conditions imposed 
by that advertisement were illegal, and that the 
Committee were not entitled to exclude the 
tender of the Athlone Printing Works Co., Lid., 
from their consideration; (b) That the accept- 
ance of the tender of Messrs. Cherry and Small- 
dridge for the printing of the jurors’ lists at the 
price of £79 18s., and the rejection of the 
tender of the Athlone Printing Works Co., 
Ltd., for the same work at £59 198., thereby 
causing a loss to the rates of £19 19s.. was mis« 
conduct and negligence and a breach of trust. 

PAINTING CONTRACT. 

Mr. Orr next spoke 6f a pamting contract m 
connection with the Markets Committee, which 
had been given to the Stanley street Workshops.

(a) That the Stanley street Workshops, betng 
a Corporation department, were not competent

An adjourned monthly meeting of the Muni- 
cipal Council of the City of Dublin was held 
yesterday in the Council Chamber, City Hall, 
the Right Hon, the Lord Mayor (Councillor J. 
M. Gallagher) presiding. 

CITY LIGHTING ECONOMIES. - 

The High Sheri (Uouncilior Delany) eaid he 
wished to make a statement regarding the 
lighting of the city, When striking the esti- 
mates for last year the Council cut £4,000 off 
the estimate for the public lighting of the 
city. That necessitated the extinction of every 
second gas lamp in the city.. In order to 
further carry out the wishes of the Council the 
Lighting Committee also curtailed the electric 
lighting of the city. Great criticism had arisen 
about the action of the Committee, and he 
wished to make it thoroughly clear that the 
Committee were desirous of affordmg the 
citizens an adequate supply of light, and they 
were also desirous of carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the Council to economise in every pos- 
sible way. (Hear, hear.) The Committee of 
which he had the honour to be chairman had 
now ceased its labours, and in addition to the 
£4,000, they had also saved £2,000, which meant 
something like 14d. in the £. It would be im- 
possible to continue this state of things in face 
of the criticism unless they had some expres- 
sion of opinion from the Council or some pub- 
licity given to the saving that had been 
effected. So personal had these criticisms be- 
come that he (Mr. Delany) had called and 
asked the aggrieved parties to postpone their 
criticism for the present. When such an 
economy as £6,000 had been made he thought 
the citizens would be satisfied with a little in- 
convenience. 

Alderman Sir Joseph Downes said he drew 
attention to this matter some weeks ago, but 
he had made no harsh references to any mem- 
ber of the Council, least of all to the High 
Sheriff.

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The Town Clerk read a letter from Mr. C. 
J. MeCarthy, City Architect, in the course of 
which he said :—“ As showing the antiquity of 
these remaina I may mention that some time 
ago I received a letter from Mr. McNeill, in 
which he says: ‘The evidence adduced estab- 
lished, I think, that this gate was “new” 
only in the earliest days of the Anglo-Norman 
eccupation of Dublin, and that it had been built | 
before the reign of King John. It is, therefore, 
one of the earliest, if not the earliest, civic 
monument of the ancient city. Your records 
contain a great many references to it. It was 
in the ion of one of the first Mayors, 
and from the 15th century, at least, until 1763, | 
it was the city prison. It was against this gate 
that Silken Thomas planted his artillery in 
1534, and the defence of Dick Stanton, had he 
not the misfortune to be on the side of the 
Government—(laughter)—would have been as 
famous as that of the bridge of Rome by Hora- 
tius.

Comedy and Tillage. 


In his address at the Dublin court- 
martial yesterday Mr. 'T. M. Healy, K.C., 
declared that Ireland is a comic country. 
As a general statement, this is an interest- 
ing challenge to public opinion. Every- 
thing depends, of course, on the meaning 
which we attach to the word “comic.” 
From a superficial point of view 
most of our public institutions are ridi- 
culous. It is ridiculous that our country 
should grow rich on the traffic of England, 
and should still refuse to help England jn 
her most vital war. It is ridiculous that 
our farmers should prefer 24 per 
ecnt, from the banks on their enormous 
savings to a safe 5 per cent. investment 
in the British War Loan. Our education, 
which carefully unfits Irish boys for ser- 
vice in the national industry, is ridiculous. 
To any light-hearted observer, who is not 
fated to stand or fall with Ireland, our 
politics must appear a screaming farce. 


It was comic; during the last Session of 


Parliament, to see the Nationalist Party 
supporting furiously the cause of a group 
in Ireland which it fears and hates. It 
is comic (still from the light-hearted 
observer's point of view) to see the party 
rewarded by a personal assault on one of 
its members in his own county of Limerick. 
These things, however, are by no means 
comic for those who love Ireland. The word 
“comic” seems to us to be even less ap-. 
propriate when Mr. Healy applies it to the 
‘efforts of the British Government in this 
country. “There is an indelible brand of 


‘| comedy,’ he says, “on everything the 


at Tig rg tat ge PM, Fá Eó” ’ 
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Crown attempts in Ireland.” Some people 
think that “ Don Quixote” is a comic book. 
It is, in fact, one of the most tragic books 
that ever were written: it describes the 
hopeless irreconcilability of a sincere, 
lovable, and high-minded character with 
its surroundings. We do not say that 
every English Chief Secretary in Iréland 
has been a Don Quixote—we remember one 
of them, indeed, who came nearer to 
Sancho Panza—but we believe thoroughly 
that the majority of them have been 
honest, well-meaning, and conscientious 
men. They failed for the most part be- 
cause they were hard when we were senti- 
mental and sentimental when we were 
hard. The casual product of their failure 
was comedy; the permanent result was 
tragedy—for them and for us. 

We are disposed to think that Mr. Duke 
is not minded to add another coating to 
that “indelible brand of comedy” which 
is the real pathos of Irish affairs. He 
seems to us to have armoured himself 
with two safeguards against irretrievable 
error. He has the Socratic virtue of 
knowing that most of his knowledge about 
Ireland has yet to be gained. In the next 
place, we think that he. will be slow 
to form definite judgments, but that his 
judgments, once formed, will be executed 
with courage and decision. We know 
nothing more about him than the 
record of his public words and actions, 
but it encourages us to be hopeful. 
He is known, for instance, to desire 
earnestly a settlement of thé Irish ques- 
tion, but he did not leap, therefore, to the 
easy. and fatal conclusion that he could 
settle it. The settlement, he told us from 
the outset, must be made in Ireland, and 
he wjll do his best to create an atmosphere 
of negotiation. That act of self-discipline 
is the act of a wise man. We 
report to-day, in the administrative 
sphere, a decision by Mr. Duke which 
helps us to believe that his influence 
in Irish affairs will be sound and useful. 
Curiously enough, it is directed against 
one of those public anomalies which, in 
Mr. Healy’s opinion, make Ireland a comic 
country. We do not intend to revive poli- 
tical controversy, but the recent: relations 
between the Irish Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Irish Agricultural Organisa- 
tion Society are known to all the world. 
The I.A.O.S. represents in Ireland to-day 
the ‘latest word in agricultural progress. 
It has developed the co-operative principle, 
with striking success, in all the business 
of farming and in the social life of rural 
Ireland. For some years the atti- 
tude of the Department to this great 
body of science and enterprise has been 
definitely hostile, and Irish agriculture has 
suffered immeasurably thereby. More than 
one Chief Secretary has ignored this most 
mischievous “comedy,” but now Mr. Duke 
has taken simple and effective action. He 
has remembered what, perhaps, his pre- 
decessors forgot—that he is the President 
of the Irish Department of Agriculture. 
His letter to Mr. Harold Barbour, which 
we print to-day, brings the long and fvolish 
war to an end. Mr. Duke invites the 
whole-hearted help of the co-operative 
societies in the Department's tillage 
scheme. He “is able to assure the co- 
operative farmers that full consideration 
will be given by the Department of Agri- 
culture to their reasonable requests for 
whatever practical assistance that Depart- 
ment can give.” 

We hope and believe that Mr. Duke's 
action has closed a lamentable chapter ‘in 
irish politics. We hope that it will estab- 
lish good relations not only between the 
Department and the co-operative societies, 
but between those societies and the Nation- 
alist Party, whose Food Production Com- 
mittee has issued a very valuable report 
on the tillage problem. Our readers know 
whgt we think of the Department's scheme. 
We do not like it, and we are afraid that 
it may come to grief over the supply of 
labour and machinery. Nevertheless, the 
Department's scheme is now the only 
scheme, and we must all do our best to 
help it. We say very gladly that our 
pessimism is lightened by Mr. Duke's firm- 
ness and wisdom in bringing the Depart- 
ment and the co-operative societies 
together. The societies are strong in the 
very matters in which the Department is 
weak. The co-operation of many skilled 
farmers in any district will help to solve 
the labour problem. The societies have 
nothing to learn about the organisation of 
supplies of machinery and fertilisers. They 
are eligible to become occupiers of land

should be infectious, and should make the 


tillage scheme what it ought to be—a great 
expression of the national will to co- 
operation at home and to victory in the 
war. The co-operative societies can help the 
Department at least as much as it can help 
them. We note with pleasure that Mr. 
Anderson urges the societies throughout 
Ireland to work heartily and loyally with 
the Department. We must not doubt 
that the Department will show an equal 
loyalty and readiness. In'that event our 
new Chief Secretary will have won a 
notable victory over the cross-grained spirit 
of “comedy” in Irish life. If the 
Nationalist Party’s Food Production Com- 
mittee should now offer a generous welcome 
to the assistance of the I.A.0.8., we should 
begin to see light and promise at the end 
of our troubled vista of affairs. 


The Dublin Rates. 


Dublin ratepayers must prepare them- 
selves for a large increase in the amount 
of the rates. It has been stated 
publicly by members of the Corporation 
that the amount to be raised by rates 
this year will be £70,000 in excess of the 
estimate on which last year’s rates were 
based. The figure is, of course, only a 
rough calculation. It inclydes predicted 
increases in the demands of the Unions 
and the Richmond Asylum. These de- 
mands have not yet been formulated, but 
it is thought that the estimates which will 
be submitted by the Clerks to the Unions 
will be such as to require an increase of 
£7,000 in the South Union demand and 
an increase of £4,000 in the North Union 
demand. In the case of the Richmond 
Asylum, the expected increase is £15,000. 
The increase for the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police, if the right of the 
police authorities to take the pro- 
duct of an 8d. rate on the new valua- 
tion is established, will be about £5,000. 
In all these cases the Corporation is merely 
a collector for other bodies. Another 
factor in the expansion of the total esti- 
mates for which, likewise, the Corporation 
itself is not blameworthy is the loss of 
rates out of the destroyed areas. The 
calculation here is that the loss will be 
represented by a debit item of £16,000 to 
be brought into the estimates from the 
current year's accounts, and that provi- 
sion must be made against an equal jogs 
in the coming year. All these items 
together make up a total eapected increase 


of about £65,000, no part of which can be 
avoided by the Corporation. 
cumstances emphasise strongly the duty 
of strict economy on the part of the Cor- 
poration itself. Councillor Delany's 
announcement yesterday that £2,000 will 
have been saved on the expenditure sanc- 
tioned by the Corporation for public light- 
ing is welcome. The saving has been 
made at the expense of a public service, 
but, at any rate, it is something to see 
a Corporation Committee bent on economy 
ofany kind. The two specially black pages 
in the Corporation’s record at present 
are those yelating to the Stanley street 
workshops and housing schemes. We 
notice that, at the-opening yesterday of 
the audit of the Corporation s accounts 
for 1915-16, attention was drawn to an 
amount of £520 paid in wages to workmen 
for whom at times there was no work, and 
whose wages could not be charged against 
any particular job. As to housing, we 
think that it has been widely realised that 
the Corporation’s recent policy involves a 
rapidly increasing charge on the rates on 
account of loss on ‘the various schemes— 
which, by the way, it is proposed to extend 
by the prosecution of further bad schemes 
on money borrowed from America on most 
burdensome terms. It was only the re- 
fusal of the Local Government Board to 
pass the Spitalfields scheme that prevented 
the rates for the current year from being 
higher than they are. Finally, the Cor- 
poration will be pressed to grant a further 
increase in the scale of wages to its work- 
men, and we have no doubt that the 
coming year’s estimate on that account 
will exceed the last? by some thousands of 
pounds. Altogether, we fear that, unless 
unexpected savings are being made in 
various Corporation departments, £70,000 
will prove to be an under-estimate of the 
excess that will have to be met by an 
increase of the rates. For most of the 
increase, as we have said, the Corporation 
cannot be blamed directly. We do com- 
plain, however, that the normal rate of 
expenditure of the local bodies in Dublin 
is such as to leave no room for abnormal 
expansion without undue pressure on the 
citizens’ resources.

Gardens in Wart. 


The advent of the season for active work 
in the garden confronts the possessors of 
town gardens with an anxious problem. For 
the enthusiastic amateur this is always an 
intriguing season. He must plot out in 
advance the whole year’s campaign, and 
lay his plans~and his beds—accordingly. 
This year, however, a larger issue dis- 
places these questions of minor tactics— 
an issue which goes.to the roots of garden 
strategy. It is no longer a question 
merely of the distribution and stocking 
of this bed and that; it is a question 
simple and fundamental : flowers or food? 
We fancy that it is not only his doubts 
whether he can cultivate cauliflowers with 
the same success as roses which prevent the 
amateur gardener from deciding this ques- 
tion promptly in the sense in which 
national necessities urge him to decide it. 
No one more than the amateur gardener 
prides himself on being something of an 
artist. It is a real minor tragedy of the 
war to invite him to substitute for the 
passionate devotion which he has hitherto 
lavished on a carnati¢n a conscientious 
affection for potatoes and beans. 
The substitution would not impair the 
virtue of Mr. Kipling’s specific. It would 
still be gossible—indeed, more necessary 
than ever—‘‘to take a large hoe, and a 
shovel also, and dig till you gently 
perspire.” The sun and the wind would 
remain ; but, on the higher plane, it may 
be admitted that the worship of the 
Djinn of the garden is degraded when his 
votaries can make no better offering than 
a cabbage. To the amateur gardener in 
this dilemma we offer a suggestion. Let 
him explore the ornamental possibilities 
of the vegetable family. Sixty years ago 
Miss Frances Hope, a lady gardener of 
Edinburgh, led a movement on these lines. 
She used for flower-beds in winter 
variegated kale. She was enthusiastic 
over the beauties of a golden Savoy 
cabbage, and she carpeted her garden 
with golden thyme and with rue. There 
is a magical quality in these latter names 
which suggests a reconciliation of the art 
and the use of the garden. Our amateur’s 
claim to the title of artist is put to the 
test. If he is one, he can still satisfy at 
once his senso of beauty and the more 
prosaic element of hunger. i 
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THE IMPERIAL WAR 


CABINET.

Reuter’s Agency learns that no decision has 
yet been arrived at regarding the first meeting 
of the Imperial War Cabinet, but it seems 
likely that it eannot well take place before the 
middle of March. The later decision reached by 
His Majesty’s Government, to ask for the pre- 
sence of a third person to assist the Secretary 
of State for India, is significant, and shows the 
value attached by the Government to the pre- 
sence of a ruling chief at the War Cabinet.

- Considering the 
large area over which the effects of the 
explosion extended and the size of the 
population in the neighbourhood, the 
death-roll might easily have reached the 
thousands at which rumour placed it on 
Saturday, instead of the hundred or so 
which we now know it to have been. 

I am glad to see that the Government 
have undertaken the liability for the relief 
of the victims of the accident, and that 
no call will be made tipon the charity of 
the public at me After all, these poor 
people have fallen and suffered in the 
cause of this country just as much as our 
sailors and soldiers, and they have the 
same right to generous treatment, by the 
State. People are only now beginning to 
realise that a great many of the things 
for which patriotic folk have voluntarily 
taxed themselves ought to have been pro- 
vided by the State at the expense of the 
whole community. Only a few days ago 
Londoners were invited to contribute to a 
street collection to provide “tubs for 
Tommies,” though, surely, the provision 
of proper bathing facilities for the 
muddied warriors from the trenches is em- 
phatically not a thing which ought to be 
left to casual charity, but should be an 
essential part of the Army organisation. 

Early this morning veople lying in bed 
were awakened by loud reports, and able 
to watch the most brilliant illumination 
of the skies afforded by the flashes of 
electricity from the different railways 
using that method for propulsion. The 
reports and flashes were caused by the 
silver frost resulting from the slight fall 
of snow last night. This had frozen on 
the lines, and the motors were unable to 
secure contact. The trains moved along 
very slowly, and whenever contact was 
established great flashes of light were sent 
up into the darkness. Great delay was 
caused, and many people going to business 
found themselves stranded for an hour or 
two waiting for trains, and consequently 
there was a great rush to the railways 
still using steam. Walking in London 
up to noon to-day was difficult; and even 
dangerous, for the streets were covered 
with a thin glaze of ice extremely smooth 
and slippery. 

It would be a mistake probably to attach 
a vast amount of importance to the 
pamphlet urging the deposition of the 
Hohenzollerns and the setting up of the 
Wittelsbachs (the House of Bavaria) which 
is said to be circulating largely in Ger- 
many. Certainly, so far as their action 
in the present war is concerned, Europe 
would not stand to gain much from the 
substitution, for the Bavarian princes have 
been evety whit as ruthless as the 
Prussians. The story provides further 
evidence, however, that Bayarian “ par- 
ticularism” after all these years is not 
dead, but merely sleeping. Fifty years 
ago, indeed, Bavaria was in arms with 
Austria against Prussia, and it was only 
the foolishly provocative policy of 
Napoleon III. which forced her into the 
arms of Bismarck, and caused her to take 
part with Prussia in the war of 1870. 

Whatever the recommendations of the 
Speaker's Committee on the franchise may 
prove to be, it is considered improbable 
that they will be adopted by the Govern- 
ment* All the conditions have’ changed 
since the Committee was set up, and 
nobody now supposes that the present 
Government is anxious to avoid the possi- 
bility of a general election. That is the 
main point of difference. The present 
Government wants to be im a position 
to go to the country at any moment, 
so that it is essential that a new 
register should be prepared at once. The 
demand that sailors and soldiers should 
be given a vote in-the event of a general 
election has died away with the advent of 
the new Government, and it may be re- 
garded as likely that there will be a new 
register, no novelties or reforms, and the 
more important problems held over for a 
time. i 

Little has been done up to the present to 
bring the necessity of»subscribing to the 
War Loan home to the working classes. 
The War Savings’ Associations are going 
ahead steadily, but there are now many 
working people who might be encouraged, 
like those better off, to mortgage part of 
their future earnings. This they are most 
unlikely to do unless the path is made easy 
for them. ‘The business is of too complli- 
cated a character to be entered upon 
lightly. Another thing is that business for 
them during the few hours when a bank is 
open is almost out of the question. There 
are methods by which the support of these 
people could be secured, and they should 
be brought into gperation at once, 
Organisations like the co-operative socie- 
ties, building societies, industrial insur- 
ance societies, and the like would make ex- 
cellent vehicles for the collecting of War 
Loan monies. In places a fund might be 
formed by the leading people to provide 
the necessary advances to trustworthy 
people to take up something in the Loan. 
Unless the Loan is brought home to these 
people in its true light as a measure otf 
urgent national importance they are un- 
likely to bother about it. 

If the German claim to have secured the 
approach to the Fundeni Bridge is correct 
—and it has not been denied by the Rus- 
sians—the hope that the enemy’s offensive 
in Rumania had come to a standstill was 
evidently premature. But the Germans 
have yet to cross the river, and may find 
considerable difficulty in doing so. Should 
they succeed, however, it is probable that 
the whole line of the Sereth would be 
abandoned by our Allies, who would then. 
fall back to the Pruth.

A considerable number 
of vessels has been ordered, and most of 
them are in hand, while contracts for others 
of a new design are about to be placed. 
Many steamers for which certificates were 
placed by the Board of Trade a few months 
ago ave also nearing completion. All this 
reduces the danger of a shortage in our 
mercantile marine, i 
can now be turned out in a few days over 
three months, ahd that they will eompare 
favourably with those built in Japan and 
the United States of the samo type.

THE ASSESSOR. 


The office of assessor to the returning officer 
at the election of a member of Parliament for 
the University of Dublin is interesting as being 
a survival of an office created by an old Irish 
Statute, which has long been su y 
modern legislation in the case of other 
boroughs, says the Irish Law Times. By 
section 22 of 35 Geo. III. (Irish), c. 29, returning 
officers were empowered to appoint a barrister 
or counsel to assist them in performance of 
their duties at elections. Their remunera 
was provided for in a manner which now seems 
peculiar—viz., that it should be lawful for the 
candidates to pay such amount as they might 
think fit towards the expense. This mode of 
payment was altered by the 1 and 2 Geo. IV., 
c. 58, into a payment of £50 (Irish) for the first 
day's polling, and a sum not exceeding £11 
7s. 6d» for every subsequent day. Statutes 
subsequently passed dealing with election ex- 
penses for the most part contain sections ex- 
cepting University elections from their opera- 
tion, possibly because the polling for the Uni- 
versity still continues, or may continue, for five 
days, and votes can be given by proxy, which 
rendered the scale of fees suitable to one day’s 
polling inapplicable.

DUBLIN SEA CAPTAIN’S 
EXPERIENCES. 


ENEMY’S SHORTAGE OF FOOD. 


Captain John Emoe, who has returned to his 
home in Dublin, after being a prisoner of war 
in German hands since a day or two before war 
was actually declared, gave his experiences yea- 
terday to a representative of the Jrish. Z'imes. 
They throw some light upon present-day condi- 
tione in Germany. . 

Mr who was acting as a mate 
of Dublin and Continental 


Palgrave, Murph ME 
was with his ship in Hamburg in ‘August, 1914, 
and the vessel was loaded up with cargo and 
ready to leave for home two or three days be- 
fore war was Qfficially declared. In spite of 
this, the German military authorities prevented 
the vessel from leaving port, and held it back 
till war was definitely announced. The ship was’ 
then seized and her Irish-bound cargo unloaded. 
The officers and crew were at first allowed to 
remain on board the City of Hamburg, and for 
some time they were permitted to ashore 
once a week to purchase their own food supplies. 
Later this privilege was stopped, as were also 
supplies brought by a woman shopkeeper who 
rowed in a boat to the Dublin steamer. On the 
16th October the crew were brought ashore and 
transferred to. hulks—two sailing ships and one 
old steamer—and here they were under 
a German military guard stationed on board, 
and for food were served out with German 
rations. On the 9th November, 1914, they were 
taken out of the hulks, and 1,400, nearly all 
seamen, with a Jot of foreigners, naturalised 
Swedes, Norwegians, and Danes, were packed 
into a train, in which they travelled from ten 
o'clock in the morning until midnight, wher 
they arrived at Ruhleben, and were interned in 
the ** barracks ’’ there. 

“Tl never forget those barracks 
as I live,” said Captain Emoe, They were 
lodged in stables, and as a result of these condi- 
tions he was taken ill in February, 1915. He 
was removed to a lazaret for the sick, which 
was outside the camp. Here he very nearly 
died from pneumonia, and t first German 
doctors to see him did little to aid his recovery. 
Fortunately, there were some British medical 
men amongst the interned, and these gentlemen 
did their best with the only - thing they had to 
offer—-advice. The Rev. Mr. Williams, a chap- 
lain, who was offered his release, declined to 
accept his liberty, and remained and held Ser- 
vices for his fellow-prisoners. On the 9th of 
April, 1915, a party of the interned, includi 
taken to Charlottenburg,

took place on the 10th inst. On that date Cap- 
tain Emoe, with eight others, five being seamen 
was conveyed from Berlin through Hanover on 
a very long journey to the point where they 
were to be handed over. The train in which 
they travelled was greatly delayed owing to the 
scanty supplies of coal, of which a serious short- 
age is believed to exist in Germany. Soldiers 
accompanied the party to the German-Dutch 
border, where, in the early hours of the morn- 
ing, the released men were handed over to the 
British Red Cross authorities. It was the Hon 
Miss Bellamy, Captain Emoe believes who 
marched him into a hotel and regaled him with, 
the first meal of ham and eggs he had tasted 
since the war commenced.

Dear Stg,— The Chief Secretary desires me is 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the

_As the Chief Secretary stated to the deputa- 
tion of the Society on the 16th instant, he has 
observed with great interest and appreciation 
the work the Society has done, and is doing, 
in promoting the permanent interests of Irish 
agriculturists, He attaches great importance 
to the independent and successful efforts of tha 
various subordinate societies to secure and 
maintain progress on modern lines in the 
various departments of Irish agriculture. There 
is, in the Chief Secretary's opinion, a wide 
and profitable field for exertion in the agricui- 
tural domain in Ireland, and unless the enter- 
prise and exértions of the agriculturists them- 
selves are steadily brought to the assistance of 
the departments of Government concerned in 
those matters, no efforts which can be made on 
behalf of the State can produce their ful! 
beneficial effect. 

The Chief Secretary has confident hopes that 
the various agricultural societies throughout 
Ireland will play a conspicuous part in the de- 
}‘velopment which is rendered necessary by the 
emergency of the time, and, as he hopes, is in 
a considerable measure rendered possible by 
the action which has been taken, and is being 
taken, on the part of the Executive. 

He particularly commends to the attention 
of the co-operative societies two facts :-— 

(1) That societies are eligible to become 
occupiers of land under the Government scheme 
of tillage. 

(2) That societies are eligible in the same 
way as individuals for all the materials assist- 
ance which the Department of Agriculture can 
furnish to those who are co-operating with the 
Government in carrying out the present scheme 
of increased tillage. 

The Chief Secretary is confident that, when

RAIDS AGAINST BRITISH 


TRENCHES FAIL. 


In the Verdun region, after heavy bombard. 
ment, the Germans on Sunday evening 
attacked French trenches to the north of 
Camiéres Wood. The ‘attempt was 
broken by the French artillery, and the 
entire line held in its entirety. 

Enemy raids against British trenches north 
of Arras and in the region of Ploegsteert 
Wood were unsuccessful.

BOYS OF EIGHTEEN TO BE 
CALLED UP. 


— 


The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement :— 

The War Cabinet has instructed the Secre- 
tary for War to call up for military service 
all lads as and when they attain the age of 
eighteen years, instead of as at present, 
eighteen years and seven months. The neces- 
sary proclamation will be issued immediately. 

It is not to be understvod that this implies 
any departure from the present arrangements 
whereby no man is gent overseas until he has 
attained the age of nineteen. There is no 
present intention to depart from the existing 
arrangements, or to modify existing orders on 
the point. The decision is to cal) up ail lads 
as and when they aitain the age of eighteen 
years, to train them and to employ them in 
home defence, until they reach the age of 
nineteen. By doing this it will be possible to 
reduce the requirements for men of more 
mature years who are fit only for one or other 
of the lower medical categories. All lads born 
in 1898 and in January, 1899, who are still 
in civil life, may report at once at the re- 
cruiting office im which they are registered, In 
any case, they will be required to report in 
accordance with the proclamation which is 
about to be issued, aubject always to the regu- 
lations under the Military Service Acts, 1916, 
or t+ instructions relating to attested men, 
as the case may be. 

The only lads as a class who should not in 
the meantime report are those who have passed 
through an apprenticeship in one or other of 
the skilled engineering trades, and who are 
fully engaged on war work in the shipyards or 
munition factories. Such lads should remain at 
their work. Others who have passed through 
their apprenticeship as above, but who are 
not fully engaged on war work in the ship- 
yards or munition factories, may report to 
their recruiting office, and request to be trade- 
tested as artificers. There are vacancies for 
euch lads in thé following corps:—Royal Regi- 
ment of Artillery, Roval Engineers, Royal Fly- 
ing Corps, Machine Gun Corps Heavy Section 
(Tankey, Army Service Corps, Army Ordnance 
Corps.

RUSSIAN FRONT. 


SERIES OF ENEMY 
ATTACKS. 
RUSSIAN TRENCHES 
ENTERED IN KOVEL 
. REGION. 


|The Petrograd communiqué reports a series 


of enemy attempts against the Russian 
western front. In Koyel region, after 
heavy bombardment, an attacking party 
succeeded in entering trenches, but on 
the arrival of reserves they were ejected 
and the positions restored. Attempts at 
all other points failed. : 


(ADMIRALTY PER WIRELESS PRESS.) 

Russian Official—About 3 o'clock in the 
morning of January 21, the Germans, about 
two companies strong, attempted to advance 
on the section south of the village of Darov | 
(on the River Shara, south-east of Barano- 
vitchi), but on being stopped by our fire they 
retired to their entrenchments. i 

In the Kovel direction the enemy, by strong 
artillery. and mine-thrower fire, bombarded our 
position on the Rudka-Mirinskaia-Velick front. 
After this bombardment the enemy assumed 
the offensive with small detachments, and en- 
tered our trenches one-and-a-third miles south 
of Rudka-Mirinskaia. By the arrival. pf our 
reserves the gnemy was promptly driven out 
and our position again restored. 

In the region of Svidniki, in the Rojitche- 
Kovel railway, and in the region of Starv- 
Mossor, our artillery conducted an intense fire 
on the enemy's barbed. wire entanglements and 
armoured shelters. It was observed that the

THE POPE’S SYMPATHY. 


Reuter’s Agency learns from official sources in 
Havre that the German Governor-Genegal in 
Belgium, in his recent order providing for the 
collection of an increased war contribution, 
which the Provincial Councils refused to vote, 
male mention of a law passed in 1836, under 
which the Belgian Government was given power 
fo appoint, if necessary, Royal Commissioners 
in place of the Provincial Councils.

DR. WILSON. 


INTERPRETATION. OF THE 
BELLIGERENTS’ TERMS. © 
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“A PEACE WITHOUT 
| VICTORY.” 
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| POSITION OF THE UNITED 


STATES. 


President Wilson yesterday delivered a note- 
worthy address to the United States 

Senate, in which he discussed the con: 
ditions’ of a scheme to ensure and main: 
tain universal peace. 

Interpreting the terms which would satisfy 
the belligerents, he said they implied that 
an immediate peace must be a peace with. 
out victory. 

The United States, he said, would have no 
voice in determining the terms of peace; 
but on the wider issue, of founding an 
enduring and a werld-wide peace, they 
were entitled to say that the copditions 
must be such as would harmonise with 
their ideals and convictions. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
WASHINGTON, Monpay. 

Mr. Marshall, Vice-President, this morning 
presented a letter to the Senate from President 
Wilson, saying that the President had an im- 
portant communication to make relating to 
foreign affairs, which he deemed it his duty to 
lay before the Senate, and which he would like 
to present in person. 

The Senate resolved to hear President Wilson 
at one o'clock. 

The contents of Dr. Wilson’s address are 
understood to have been placed in the hands of 
the representatives of all foreign Governments. 

The President's address was as follows :— 

On the 18th of December last I addressed an 
identical Note to the Governments of the na- 
tions now at war requesting them to state more 
definitely than they! had yet been stated by 
either group of belligerents the terms upon 
which they would deem it possible to make 
peace. I spoke on behalf of humanity, and the 
rights of all neutral nations, like our own, many 
of whose most vital interests the war puts in 
constant jeopardy. The Central Powers united 
in a reply which stated merely that they were 
ready to meet their antagonists in conference 
to discuss terms of peace. The Entente Powers 
have replied much more definitely, and have 
stated, in general terms, indeed, but with suffi- 
cient definiteness to imply detail, the arrange- 
ments, guarantees, and acts of reparation which 
they deem to be indispensible conditions for 
satisfactory settlement. We are that much 
nearer a definite decision of peace which will 
end the present war. We are that much nearer 
the discussion of an international concert, which 
thereafter will hold the world at peace. In 
every discussion of a peace that must end this 
war it is taken for granted that that peace must 
be followed by some definite concert of powers 
which would make it. virtually impossible for 
any such catastrophy ever to overwhelm us 
again. Every lover of mankind, every sane, 
thoughtful man must take that for granted. 


THE ROLE OF THE UNITED STATES. 

I have sought this opportunity to address you, 
because 1 thought 1 owed it to you, as the 
Council associated with me in the final deter- 
“mination of our international obligations, to dis- 
close to you the unreserved thought and purpose 
that has been taking form in my mind with 
regard to the duty of our Government in those 
days to come when it will be necessary to lay 
afresh, and upon a new plan, the foundation of 
peace among the nations. It is inconceivable 
that the people of the United States will play 
no part in that great enterprise, and take no 
part in such service, the opportunity for which 
they have sought to prepare themselves by the 
very principles and purposes of their policy, 
and the approved practices of their Government, 
ever since the days when they set up a new 
nation in the high and honourable hope that it 
might, in @lbit was end-did, show ind the 
way to liberty. They cannot, in honour, with- 
hold the service to which they are now about 
to be challenged. They do not wish to with- 
hold it. But they owe it to themselves and 
other nations of the world to state the 
conditions under which they will feel 
free to render it that service. It is nothing 
less than this—to add their authority and power 
to the authority and force of other nations to 
guarantee peace and justice throughout the 
world. Such settlement cannot now bo long 
postponed. 

A STATEMENT OF CONDITIONS. 

It is right that before it comes this Govern- 
ment should frankly formulate the conditions 
in which it would feel justified in asking our 
people to approve its formal and solemn ad- 
herence to a League for Peace. I am here to 
attempt to state those conditions. The present 
war must first be ended. But we owe it to 
candour and just regard of the opinion of man- 
kind to say that so far as our participation in 
guarantees of future ace is concerned it 
makes a great deal of difference in what way, 
and upon what terms, it is ended. The treaties 
and agreements which bring it io an end must 
embody terms which will create peace that 
is worth guaranteeing and praserving; peace 
that will win the approval of mankind,not merely 
a peace that will serve the several interests and 
immediate aims of the nations engaged. We 
shall have no vaice in determining what those 
terms are to be, but we shall, I feel sure, have 
a voice in determining whether they shall be 
made lasting or not—guarantees of a universal 
covenant; and our judgment upon what is 
fundamental and essential as a condition pre- 
cedent to permanency should be spoken now, 
and not afterwards, when it may be too late. 


THE NEW WORLD’S INTEREST. 


No covenant of co-operative peace that does 
not include the peoples of the New World can 
suffice to keep the future safe against war, and 
yet there is only one sort of peace that the 
veople of America could join in guaranteeing. 

he elements of that peace must be elements 
that engage confidence and satisfy the prin- 
ciples of the American Government—elements 
consistent with the political faith and practical 
convictions which the people of America once 
for all embraced and have undertaken to de- 
fend. I do not mean to say that any American 
Government would throw any obstacle in the 
way of terms of peace which the Governments 
now at war might agree upon, or seek to upset 
them when made, whatever they might be. I 
only take it for granted that mere terms of 
peace between the belligerents will not satisfy 
even the bLelligerents themselves. Mere acree- 
ments may not ynake peace secure. li may he 
absolutely necessary that a force be created as 
guarantor of the permanency of any sgettle- 
meént—a force so much greater than the force of 
any naiion now engaged, or of any alliance 
hitherto tormed or projected, that no nation, no 
probable combination of nations, could face or 
withstand it. If peace presently be made, if ii 
is to endure, it must be a peace made secure 
by the organised major force of mankind. The 
terms of an immediate’ peace agreed upon will 
deiermime whether it be a peace for which 
such a guarantee can be éecured, 


THE VITAL QUESTION. 

‘The question on which the whole future peace 
policy of the world depends is this—*‘ Ig the 
present war a struggle for a just and secure 
peace; or only for a new balance of power?” If 
it be only a struggle for a new balance 
of power, who will guarantee, who 
can guarfmice, the stable equilibrium of 
the new arrangement? Only a tranquil Europe 
can be a stable Europe. There must be noi 
only a balance of power, but a community of 
power; not organised rivalries, but an organised 
common peace. 


VERY EXPLICIT ASSURANCES. 
Fortunately we have received very explicit 
assurances on this point from the statesmen of 
both groups of nations now arrayed againat 
one another, They have said, in terms that 
could not be misinterpreted, that it was no 
part of the purpose they had in mind to crush 
their antagonists. But the implications of those 
assurances may not be equally clear to all, They 
may not be the same on both sides of tho 
water, L think it will be serviceable if I at. 
tempt to set forth what we understand 
them to be. 
They imply, first of all, that it must be a 
peace without victory. 

It is not pleasant to say this. I beg that] 
be permitted to pyt my own interpretation 
upon it, and that it may be understood there 
may be no other interpretation in my thought. 
1 am secking only to face ‘realitics, lo ba 
them without any sórt of concealment. Vietory 
would mean a peace forced upon. tho loser, and 
the victor's terms imposed - aage the ' van- 
quished, It would be aceépted in humilidtion 
under duress, at an intolerable sacrifice, and 
would leave & sting of resentment, a bitter 
memory. Such a peace would vest, not on a 
permanent Lasis, ut only, as it were, upon 
quicksands. Only a peace between equals can 
last; only a peace, the very principles of which 
are equality and common particins tion 
common bevelit. A right state of mind, a right 
feeling between nations, is as’ nevesear ion a

SAFETY 
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FURTHER BRAZILIAN MEASURES 


With reference to the anxiety felt at Rio de 
Janeiro regarding the liner Ortega, Reuter’s 
Agency is informed that the owners have news 
that the vessel is safe.

The State “Department, has inquired of Ger- 
many whether there were any Americans on 
board the Yarrowdale.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sunpay. 
The Minister of Marine has received a tele- 
gram from the Port Captain at Pernambuco, 
confirming the statement of the commandant 
at Maranhao. 
[This appears to refer to some telegram which 
has not come to hand.} : 
he Government has decided to send out, in 
addition to the Deodoro, the scout Rio Grande 
do Sul, which will cruise between the island of 
Fernando Noronha and Pernambuco, while the 
Deodoro will cruise between the port of Natal, 
north of Pernambuco, and Fernando Noronha 
in the Atlantic, north-north-west of Pernam- 
buco, thus providing an effective naval surveil- 
lance of the triangle formed by these three 
points. The two vessels sail north on Tuesday. 
The Noticia states that a hundred sailors of 
the: German gunboat Eber, which is interned at 
Bahia, embarked on the Swedish vessel Sainte 
Croix, which left Rio four days ago with the 
object of meeting the raider on the Cad seas, 
and transferring the sailors to her. e same 
journal states that a member .of its staff has 
inspected the German steamer Hohenstaufer, 
lying in Rio Harbour, and found that she was 
taking provisions and water on board, and had 
steam up. Both this vessel and the Cap Roca 
appear to be preparing to leave. Ces 
The Noticia reports that on the receipt’ of 
news of the raider’s doings there were Ger- 
manophile demonstrations on board the Spanish 
steamer Leon XIII., and that a number of 
passengers protested. : 


SECRET DEPARTURE OF SHIPS. 


A Rio de Janeiro telegram states that the 
Minister of Marine has repeated his instructions 
to Brazilian ports to take all necessary steps to 
prevent the secret departure of ships.

SHORTAGE IN BERLIN. 
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FOOD AND TRANSPORT 


DIEFICULTIES. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, Mownpay. 


The scarcity of foodstuffs, especially in Ber- 
lin, is still increasing. According to the Ber- 
lin newspapers, for a week, from January 22 to 
January 28, the maximum supply per head is 
31bs. of potatoes and 4lbs. of turnips; for the 
period January 24th to January 27th 200 
grammes of flour (seven ounces) are available, 
while for the whole week only eighty grammes 
(three ounces) of butter, but no margarine, 
may be had. Owing to this scarcity, the num- 
bers of people applying for popular feeding 
increased last week to 22,000. In view of the 
potato famine the Berlin restaurant keepers 
have informed their guests that they may 
bring a quantity of raw potatoes for their meals 
restaurant, where the 
cooked for them. During the last few days 
the theatres, restaurants and cafes have been 
insufficiently heated. Many ladies and gentle- 
men of the. theatre audiences were sitting in 
thick fur coats. From to-day the public 
swimming baths are closed, 3 

According to the Vorwaerts, at Saturday's 
aiiting in Berlin of the Committee for Auxiliary 
Civilian Service, General Groener promised 
more frequent sittings of the Committee. He 
dwelt on the transport difficulties, which would 
soon be overcome. The necessary labour had 
been supplied to the railways admimstration 
for the delivery of goods, and it was also 
hoped that the coal supply would soon again 
be normal.

WOMEN WAR WORKERS. 
ee 


Speaking at the Mansion House, London, yes- 
terday, in support of the war-time women 
workers’ movement, Dr. Addison, Minister of 
Munitions, referring to the disastrous explosion, 
said the casualties were much smaller than was 
anticipated at first, and the account published 
up to the present was fully substantiated, now 
that the small houses in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood had been thoroughly investigated. 
They did not know the cause of the accident. 
They had been singularly free from accidents, 
on the whole, and this one, like others that 
had occurred, was oceasioned by an outbreak of 
fire. The most searching inquiry was being, and 
would be, made, and any precautions which this 
experience, together with any others, might sug- 
geat would be fearlessly adopted. To munition 
} workers he would say there was no occasion for 
alarm. He had been astounded in these fac- 
tories to find with what immunity many of the 
materials could be handled. Many of them were 
no more contra to handle than so much 
sand, provided people adhered rigidly to the 
instructions laid down. If they thought of the 
masses of explogives manufactured now thev 
would agree we had been singularly free from 
accidents. He was proud to say neither men 
nor women had shirked the wérk from this con- 
sideration. The way in which women had come 
forward and the work they had achieved was 
splendid.

No peace can last, or ought io last, which does 
not recognise and accept the principle that the 
Governments derive all their just powerg from 
the consent of the governed, and that no right 
anywhere exists to hand peoples about from 
sovereignty to sovereignty as it they were pro- 
perty. I take it for granted, for instance, if I 
may venture upon a single example, that states- 
men everywhere are agreed that there should 
be @ united, independent, and autonomous 
Poland, and that «henceforth the in. 
violable security of life, of worship, and 
of industrial and social development should 
be guaranteed to ali the peoples who have lived 
hitherto under the power of governments de- 
voled to a faith and a purpose hostile to their 
own, [ &peak of this; not because of any 
desire to exact an abstract political principle, 
which has always been held very dear by those 
who have sought to build up liberty in America, 
but for the same reason that I have spoken of 
the other conditions of peace, which seem io 
me clearly indispensable, use I wish frank 
to uncover realities. ‘

INQUEST ON SOME OF THE 
VICTIMS. 


The inquest on the bodies of fifteen victims 
of the great explosion was opened yesterday. 
Only formal evidence of. identification was 
taken. Six of the badies were unidentified. 

The Coroner briefly addressed the jury, re- 
marking that the fifteen cases into which they 
were to inquire were in some way or another 
connected with the explosion, He did not 
propose to make any preliminary ob.ervations 
upon them, but he was sure the jury would 
wish him to express their deep sympathy with 
the friends and relatives of those who had 
suffered. ’ 

The wife of an engine driver, aged 42, identi- 
fied the body of her husband, who, she said, 
died in hospital on Saturday night as the result 
of bodily injuries received in the area of the 
disaster while employed in his duties. . 

Medical evidence was next given inat the 
man died from the recurrent shock, the result 
of his injuries, 

In the case of a woman, evidence was given 
by her son, who appeared with his head 
bandaged. He said he was at work in a flour 
mill when the explosion occurred. He was in- 
jured in the head by pieces of flying glass. 
Upon going home he found the house a heap 
of bricks. He could see his mother under- 
neath. She was extricated alive and taken to 
hospital, where she died. house was about 
two hundred yards from the factory. 

Medical testimony was to the effect that the 
deceased suffered from shock as well as 
numerous cuts and bruises all over the body. 


employed on a vessel at a floating dock, it was 
stated that several pieces of metal penetrated 
deceased’s body and head. 

The widow of another victim, a lighterman, 
aged 35, said she received a telegram to go to 
& hospital, as her husband was dangerously 
ill. She found him uneonscious. Death took 
place the same morning. 

In the case of a man aged 35 employed at 
some ironworks, the widow stated that when 
the fire broke out her husband left the house 
to see what was the matter. Later she dis- 
covered her husband in hospital. Witness’s 
house came down on top of her parents and 
herself when the explosion occurred, but no 
one was injured. They all got out. 

As to a van guard, aged 16, it was stated 
that deceased must have received fatal injury 
while on the way home from work. 

A young man named Sell, after identifying 
his sister, Winifred, who succumbed to internal 
injuries, mentioned that his father, connected 
with a motor Fire Brigade, was also killed, and 
his mother and brothers were lying injured in 
hospital. 

In another instance a man named Albert 
Edward Robert Tisack, whose house was blown 
down, crawled nearly a quarter of a mile 
though suffering from severe injuries, and was 
taken to hospital to die. 

A mother who was much distressed in giving 
evidence as to the loss of her child killed in 
the falling of a house, quite collapsed when 
announcing that her husband was also killed. 
Two women were found to have died through 
pieces of glass penetrating their heads, and 
an unknown man from abdominal injuries, 

The jury associated themselves with the 
coroner’s expression of sympathy. 


SYMPATHY OF THE KING AND

Another East End Coroner also opened an in- 
quiry yesterday, whem the cases of thirty 
victims of the disaste® were’ investigated.

IRELAND A COMIC COUNTRY. 

Mr. Healy then addressed the Court on 
behalf of his clieat. He started by deser ibing 
the case as a '' ye in un ane The 
entire proceedings he , touc apex 
of absurdity. eré were a number of gallant 
officers, in the midst of a great war, brought 
together to investigate a prosecution at a Petty 
Sessions Gourt in the County of Limeriek,

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which arose out of a football match. Fancy 
Hindenburg aud his Staff being engaged in a 
courtmartial trying something about a foot- 
ball maéch in Poland in the middle of a great 
war! It was comic. There was an indelible 
brand of comedy on everything the Crown 
attempted in and accordingly one 
could not get away from its being a comic 
country, and the part was that a 
solicitor was being tried for making a defence 
of hissclient in & case in which the client 
could not be sent to jail for more than a few 
days or fined a few pounds, for something 
which he had done in stopping admission to a 
few policemen to a football field; and, for 
having done that, the accused was arraigned 
before a general courtmartial, under the ad- 
ministration of a Government the Prime 
Minister of which was a solicitor, the Attorney- 
General of which in Ireland had been a soll- 
citor, and he was being prosecuted by two 
learned gentiemen who had been solicitors, go 
there was a four-solicitor horse-power directed 
against the accused, all on account of a foot- 
ball match in the County Limerick. And, 
amidst the many sorrows and solemnities con- 
nected with the war, these proceedings were 
held so that the future historian would be 
‘able to say that we were capable of " carrying 
on” as usual in Ireland—that was to say, 
that the comedy was as grotesque as usual in 
Ireland, and a future Macaulay would be able 
to say that ' Once upon a time there was a 
football match in the County Limerick, and 
the Royal Irish Constabulary were interested 
in knowing whether the Cork or the Ligerick 
team won; that the constabes deemed it their 
duty to get into the field, in contravention of 
their own circular; and that the gatekeeper, 
because they would not pay 3d. each, excluded 
them, and then these policemen took the gate- 
keeper by the scruff of the neck and stuck 
him into jail.” That was the charge of ob- 
struction which the man Ryan was charged 
with. Mr. Moran defended his client as best 
he could, and for doing that he was subjected 
to & prosecution the like of which had never 
been attempted since the first British Sovereign 
was put upon the Throne. He ihought it was 
degrading a great body of military gentlemen 
to be brought there to try so paltry a case. 
Counsel argued that the documents in question 
were not confidential documents at all, and he 
submitted that the Crown had failed to prove 
the case from their own point of view. He 
quoted from the dictum of Lord Esher to show 
that an advocate had privileges which rendered 
him free from any punishment for what he 
said or did in the course of his advocacy. So 
long as you had counse! defending a prisoner, 
said Mr. Healy, whether for 6s. 8d. or 600 
guineas, counsel or solicitor would, in accord- 
arce with the traditions of their profession, go 
every length that was legitimate—and there 
was nothing illegitimate here—in defence of 
liberty, tho most precious of all our possessions, 
The accused was being tried because his defence 
of Ryan was successful, because he had shown 
that the police had failed in the discharge of 
their duty, as pointed out by the document. 
In conclusion, Mr. Healy said—‘‘ My chent is 
not on trial here; you are.” 


MR. POWELL’S REPLY. 

After an adjournment for luncheon, 

Mr. Powell replied for the prosecution. Mr. 
Healy in his speech asked the Court to lay 
down as a matter of fact that there was no 
limit whatever to the licence which an advo- 
cate might use in discharge of his duty to 
hie client, and that he was at liberty to commit 
ahy crime. There was a great distinction be- 
tween this case and the cases referred to by Mr. 
Healy. The Court had to decide, first, whether 
a crime had been committed in violation of the 
statute, and if the Court came to that conclu- 
sion it was plain that no license and no privilege 
ever claimed in this country could give an 
advocate the right to commit a crime against 
the laws of the country. That was at the 
very root of this case. Admittedly, two docu- 
ments of a confidential nature were obtained by 
Mr. Moran. The question for the Court was— 
were the dosuments, in fact, confidential, and 
did the accused publish them? If the Court 
came to the conclusion that the accused did not 
know or believe that the documents were con- 
fidential it would be for them to take that into 
consideration in awarding the punishment. Mr. 
Healy was entirely wrong when he put forward 
the proposition that the regulations under the 
Defence of the Realm Act solely dealt with the 
efforts of the Government to prevent informa- 
tion being given to the enemy. It was not 
necessary for him (Mr. Powell) to show that 
the accused himself had obtained the documents 
from any Government department. It was not 
necessary for him to show that the documents

IRISH FOOD PRODUCTION. 


THE COUNTRY AND THE SCHEME 


At a public meeting in Navan on Sunday, Mr. 
P. White, M.P., king on the scheme for 
food production in Ireland, said that the Irish 
Party had made suggéstions and laid down lines 
upon which the movement should be worked 
out. The Government once again had ored 
these aes coming from those who re- 
presented the people, and had tried to run this 
scheme throug vernment officials. Whilst 
they heartily with them in the 
tillage scheme, he was bound to say it was de- 
fective. It was a faulty scheme. It did not 
meet the situation of the moment, and, like 
everything coming from the Government of this 
country, it was more or less liable to failure 
because of that flaw. It would not fail on ac- 
count of action on their Party’s part, but it 
would fail because of the Government inaction 
and their refusing to act on the advice of the 
people. The inost essential article of the food 
of any country was milk, and the scheme fell 
short there, because it did not say one word 
how milk was to be provided in the coming 
season in the small towns, and villages. In- 
stead of acting on the advice tendered to them, 
the Government had brought in an Advisory 
Committee of their own. The value of the 
opinions of the Advisory Committee could be 
gauged by one of their recommendations, when 
they said that for every two horses in Ireland 
there were 28 acres of land to be ploughed, and 
inferentially that 28 acres of land are to be 
ploughed by two average horses. Every farmer 
in Ireland knew that he could not undertake to 
plough 28 acres of land with two horses. That 
was an absurd proposal. The land of Ireland 
to be tilled properly must be done by motor 
ploughs. Proceeding, Mr, White said that in a 
few days a Committee of the Irish Party would 
deal with the scheme and issue an authoritative 
opinion on it. 


KILKENNY COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
SUGGESTIONS. 


At a special meeting of the Kilkenny County 
Council yesterday—Mr. John Butler, J.P., Chair- 
man, presidi 


ing 

Mr. M. J. Murphy, J.P., proposed the follow- 
ing resolutions :—* 

1. That we are of opinion that the bushel weight of 
43ibs., required by the Department, is a most un- 
fair and unjust standard for Ireland, as, in our 
opinion, 36/3: is. is the fair average for black oats, 
which is most extensively sown in Ireland; and that 
we recommend the Department to reduce the 
standard to at least 371bs, otherwise most of the 
vats which is grown in Ireland can be rejected by 
the Department, notwithstanding guaranteed prices. 
That we are also of opinion that a 68lb. per bushel 
standard should be fixed for wheat. 

2. That we wish to impress on the Department 
the necessity of extending the time for guaranteed 
prices for wheat and oats to three years, inasmuch 
as most of the extra land which will have to be 
cultivated -by people already doing: a reasonable 
share «af tillage would otherwise have to be let back 
to grass without the necessary green crop tillage 
and mawuring, as it would be impossible for these 
farmers to procaire énufficient farm yard manure to 
properly meet their contingency; and we believe the 
one year guarantee would be detrimental to the 
best interests of farming. 

3. That we are of opinion that the Department 
are acting too generously with the rancher, who 
failed, since the beginning of the war, to respond to 
repeated appeals for increased tillage; and we are 
of opinion that it is unfair to the farmers who 
always do a reasonable quantity of tillage, and who 
responded to these appeals, to have them do the same 
increase of tillage as the rancher. 

4.That we impress on the Department the 
necessity of giving immediate facilities to corn 
merchants to dispose of a reasonable portion of oate 
which is unfit for seed, this being necessary to 
maintain, as evenly as possible, the nominal trade 
of the country during the continuance of the war. 

5. That we comsider the proposition of the Depart- 
ment to pay minimum price for oats produced in 
excess of 1916 crop only as inadequate, and suggest 
that a minimum price be offered for total produced 
instead. 

Mr. P. Purcell, J.P., se@onded the resolutions, 
which were passed unanimously. 


LORD DE VESCI AND CO- 


OPERATION. , 


In a letter addressed to the Westmeath 
Independent yesterday, Lord De Vesci, Abbey- 
leix, urges that the Lieutenants of the Mid- 
land counties or local committees should call 
meetings together to consider the best means 
of increasing tillage areas, and also to con- 
sider how and in what direction farmers chiefly 
need assistance, especially in relation to 
manures, seeds, and implements, as well as the 
question of labour. ‘His lordship proceeds :— 

The increasing grawity and danger of the scarcity 
of food is a question which is certainly not so fully 
realised in Ireland as it is in England. The 
present time offers @ very great opportunity for a 
co-operative movement among Irish farmers, which 
would help them, not only to get their manures, 
seeds, and implements more cheaply, but also to 
sell their produce for a better price in the larger 
markets. Prices are good, and there is no excuse

ried out—the police officer who did that was 
a traitor, and was unfit to be entrusted with 
the duties which he had sworn he wouid carry 
out, and the man who took advantage of that 
unpardonable crime of the peace officer, and 
who divulged such instructions, and made him- 
self the channel for communicating those secret 
instructions to the public was guilty, to put it 
mildly, of a-very dang: rous crime.

MOTOR PLOUGHS AT WORK. 
(BY OUR TECHNICAL COMMISSIONER.) 

w It was for all the world like watching .the 

tanks ” go into action, with the “ Tommies ”’ 

behind, to observe the two Overtime farm 
tractors at work yesterday on a field belonging 
to Mr. C. W. Taylor at Forest Farm, Athy. 
Each of the machines was followed by a knot 
of a dozen or twenty persons in its steady pro- 
gress across the field and back. Some of the 
machines’ adherents watched them or the 
ploughshares intently, others formed an admir- 
ing guard, and others tramped up and down 
time after time in a kind of fascination. The 
keenness of the interest shown in the demonstra- 
tion, which was arranged by Messrs. Duthie, 
Large, and Co., Athy, was manifested. b 
number of persons who attended it. AL 
time there must have been something like a 
hund persons accompanying the tractors up 
and down the field or examining their work. As 
far as Athy is concerned, motor ploughing had 
alréady instituted a new epoch, for there are 
three Overtime tractors inthe district. One of 
them is owned by Mr. Taylor, who expresses 
complete satisfaction with it after three months’ 
use for various farm purposes. eis 

Throughout the day the. machines went 
steadily on with their work, 'The monotony of 
their task really formed a testimonial to the 
steady running of the machines. 

FASTER THAN HORSES. 

The field in question was an eleven-year lea 
of light sandy loam, and it was being ploughed 
to a depth of six inches for corn. Mr. Taylor 
stated that there was no difficulty in ploughing 
to a depth of nine inches with the machines, ac- 
cording to his own knowledge. At all events, 
the tractors, drawing Cockshut and Ransome 
ploughs, each with three shares, made light of 
their job yesterday, and got along faster than 
horses would have done in the same circum- 
stances. Their pace was that of a fairly easy 
walk, kept up steadily, and all the attention 
enn had yesterday was the refilling of their 
tanks with paraffin. That liquid is their running 
fuel, though petrol is required for starting. 
The engine is a two-cylinder water-cooled, with 
magneto ignition, and the drive is through large 
toothed wheels, attached on correct mechanical 
lines to driving wheels of about five feet in dia- 
meter. A great amount of well-informed in- 
terest was displayed in the two types of ploughs 
and earnest comparisons instituted. By means 
of levers all kinds of adjustments may be made 
of the plough wheels and furrows, so that all 
requirements as to depth and direction can be 
made at once. It is not necessary for anyone 
to ride on the plough, as it goes straight, . but 
direction is required at turnings. Headlands of 
seven yards were left yesterday, as against five 
yards with horses, but that was partly on ac- 
count of a ditch. 

CLIMBING A BANK. 

Mr. Taylor says that the tractor can be taken 
anywhere that an ass can drag a cart. The 
axle of the two front wheels of the tractor is 
pivoted at its centre, so that extremely sharp 
turns can be and were made yesterday. A 
reverse gear is provided. Engine speed can be 
varied, but is generally set for the job in hand, 
so that the only control demanded is that of put- 
ting the gear lever in forward, neutral, or re-

Although the machine 
tilted sideways considerably, the driver did not 
turn a hair or appear to think the situation un- 
usual. Apparenily the Overtime is quite a fool- 
proof machine, and almost automatic. A lady 
handled one yesterday for a short time, and a 
boy of ten got the hang of controlling the 
machine straight away. Those acquainted with 
the machine say, indeed, that the man who 
should drive it is one who will just let it gang 
its ain gait without interference. 


FARMERS’ FAVOURABLE OPINION. 

Practical men who watched the machines at 
work seemed to find no scope for criticising the 
results. The furrows were as straight as any 
proud veteran ploughman could produce, and 
there were none of the breathing spaces which 
men and horses require. Two or three farmers 
expressed the opinion that the lands of Ireland 
generally afforded scope for the economical use 
of motor ploughs, and, indeed, could not see 
how the ranches were to be broken up without 
such mechanical aid. One man, however, at the 
luncheon table afterwards remarked: 
can’t do without the horses; it might do on a 
prairie if you had about a mile of god.” 
Another farmer at the table expressed satisfac- 
tion with the remark: “ It seemed to be doing 
fair work.’’ The general opinion was one of 
cautious interest, with the expectation 


ing. As far as doing without horses is con- 
cerned, it may be pointed out that the tractor 
will haul anything on a farm, over any ground, 
a plough, a harrow, a reaper and binder, or a 


thresher, a chaff-cutter, milk separator, grinder, 
and any farm machinery. Mr. Taylor has 
recently done a good deal of threshing with an 


a steam engine, as the tractor requires no atten- 
tion once it is staried. 

It was stated yesterday that an Overtime 
tractor will plough 34 Irish acres in a day, con- 
suming twelve gallons of paraflin, while a good 
man and pair of horses will plough half an acre 
a day by doing their best. In other words, it ig 
claimed that the machine, with a man or a 
boy, does the work of fourteen horses and seven 
men, while it can always be kept at work in the 
farmyard if not in the fields. Observations 
made yesterday would incline one to regard 
such claims for the machine, so-far as the rate 
of ploughing goes, as unduly optimistic: but the 
Overtime travelled faster than a horse and cut 
three furrows at once. Those observed facts 
may be useful in the formation of an accurate 
judgment of the machine’s capabilities.

IRISH SALMON FISHERIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. . 

Sir,—I read with interest your correspondent’s 
letter on the deterioration of the Shannon 
salmon fisheries. I am sorry to say that practi- 
cally every river I know in the South-West has 
the same tale to tell. The deterioration of salmon 
and sea-trout in my experience of twenty years 
on the Feale and Coshen rivers in North Kerry 
is very marked. Fifty or sixty years ago my 
father paid incomestax on £1,000 a year derived 
from his salmon fisheries. Salmog in those days 
was sold wholesale at 4d. per lb., and the head 
of fish killed was enormous. On the same water 
last year the take was only worth ie not- 
withstanding the average price of Is. 6d. = 
lb. Fifty years ggo there were upwards of 
men employed in salmon fishing of the estuary 
of the Goshen. To-day there are only fifty men 
at the job, and last season they hardly made 
their expenses. Still it goes on year by year— 
no one does anything and nothing is done. ‘The 
game are going, if not gone, in the South-West ; 
soon it will be the salmon’s turn. ee 

I gave evidence before a Fishery Commission 
in Listowel a few years ago, who went round all 
the different salmon rivers collecting evidence 
with regard to the scarcity of fish, and to 
remedy the matter. I was asked how I would 
preserve fish with a limited amount of funds at 
my disposal and a large mileage of water to pre- 
serve. I said that I would reduce my water by 
erecting impassable fish gratings on all the little 
streams and burns flowing into my main fiver 
and its tributaries, and would never employ a 
local man as bailiff. Salmon have become 
yearly scarce from the following causes :—Over- 
netting: netting fresh water; poisoning and 
dynamiting; the enormous slaughter of salmon 
fry and yearlings by small boys with midge 
flies; the torch and gaff in the spawning beds in 
the winter months. There are other causes, of 
course, but the above are most important. 

New legislation is required to rectify the 
abuse of netting. No netting should be carried 
on after the 30th July. Rivers are then at 
summer level, and fish run up as far as the tide 
will carry ‘them, and will not move till the 
autumn floods come down. By that time the 
rivers will be high, and keep high, and fish 
will stand a good chance of living to spawn. 
Not. so the early run of spring fish, which go 
right up the rivers in the early floods of Feb- 
ruary and March. They get up to pools, which 
become quite clear and shallow by mid-summer. 
They cannot go up or down for want of water, 
and are yanked out by the first poacher who 
sees them, by fair means or foul. 

The other abuses can only be put down by 
really severe fines—fines which will make the 
game not worth the candle—with no reduction 
by the Lord Lieutenant. It is on record that at 
a fishery inquiry held some years ago in Galway 
a farmer swore on oath that he fattened so 
many (I forget the number) pigs every winter 
on salmon, Very little is really known about 
salmon ; whether they spawn more than twice 
has, I believe, not been clearly proved. That 
they go enormous distances and go up other 
rivers than their own is now a general fact. 
Not long ago a kelt taken on a river on the 
Fast coast of England was marked and released. 
About nine months afterwards the same fish 
was taken as a clean run salmon on a river in 
Norway. Last December I had a memorial

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The recent foot-and-mouth scare in 
Yorkshire should serve to remind us- that. we 
should always be prepared to deal with an in- 
vasion of foot-and-mouth disease. The presence 
of the disease in Íreland is at all times a very 
serious matter. In recent years marked im- 
provements have been effected in the procedure 
adopted for stamping out the disease, but much 
remains to be done. It would. appear that 
sufficient attention has not been given to “ con- 
tactsa —men and animals that have been in 
contact with diseased animals. Although in- 
spectors and others (in Ireland, at any rate), 
are always most carefully disinfected before 
being allowed to leave a place declared to be 
infected, that did not prevent a veterinary in- 
spector in recent years from contracting the 
disease. Sir Charles Cameron and Dr, O’Brien, 
who examined the gentleman, both certified 
that he was seriously affected with foot-and- 
mouth disease. It is exceedingly rare for human 
beings to cqntract this disease, but there can 
be no question that people who have been in 
contact with diseased animals often transmit 
the disease. The casual organisms of foot-and- 
mouth disease are ultra-microacopic, and we are 
told that they are so minute that they can be 
pressed through the finest porcelain filter. See- 
ing that these organisms are so minute and are 
readily destroyed by air, rain,.and sunshine, 
sachet any that may be ingested by man are 
destroyed by the bacteriocidal gastric fluid. 
There is ho 1eason, however, to doubt that they 
are frequently the innocent and temporary in- 
habitants of mouth, throat, and lungs. There 
are some diseases which atfect people, such as 
cerebro-spinal meningitis and infantile paralysis, 
that are commonly transmitted by contacts, 
and, but for the fact that the vast majority 
of us enjoy immunity from these diseases, “ we 
would all be dead men.” 

A few years ago foot-and-mouth disease ap- 
peared in a number of cattle at Birkenhead 
which had been shipped at Dundalk. English 
veterinary inspectors declared that the disease 
must. have come from Treland because the 
disease was detected in less than forty-eight 
hours after the cattle were disembarked at 
Birkenhead, or within a shorter period after 
their arrival than the shortest possible period of 
incubation. ‘The Irish veterinary inspectors con- 
tended that the disease did not come from Ire- 
land; that there was no disease in Ireland at 
that time; that the’ cattle which came from 
Dundalk were only a portion of a lot ship 
at the same time and place for various other 
ports, and that all the cattle which had arrived 
at the other ports were found to be free from 
the disease. They stated also that after makin 
diligent inquiries all over Ireland no trace o 
the disease could be found, and, moreover, the 
nature of the disease was such that it could 
not be long concealed. Committees of English 
and Irish imspectors,met to discuss matters, 
but they were unable to agree. Unquestionably 
the opinion of the Irish Committee was the 
correct one. There is only one theory that can 
be reconciled with all the facts of the case, and 
that is that the cattle which were found to be 
affected at Birkenhead were infected while 
being embarked at Duidalk by English drovers 
who had been in contact with diseased animals 
in England. 

A considerable time after these happenings a 
well-advertised big sale of pedigree cattle took 
place in County Cork. A number of drovers 
crossed from England to attend the sale, and 
the cattle sold were taken te various places in 
Ireland, with the result that the disea’e broke 
out in various 6entres in Ireland at about the 
same time. A considerable time lapsed before 
Ireland was again in a position to present a 
clean bill of health, and this desirable position 
was only attained after many bitter disappoint- 
ments and after long continued and strenuous 
exertions on the part of the Irish veterinary 
staff. hen the disease is reported as existing 
in England English drovers, on arriving in Ire- 
land, are now, so far as they may be identifled, 
most carefully.

Infected pastures are no longer sprinkled with 
hot lime, and, therefore, small animals are not 
compelled to leave these pastures in search of 
palatable food. Experience has taught us long 
since that air, sunshine, and rain soon destroy 
all foot-and-mouth causative organisms. There 
are some other improvements which might with 
advantage be embodied in the general procedure 
to be adopted in controlling and stamping out 
the disease in anticipation of, or in the event

After analysing the decay 
in Irish agriculture, the lecture pointed out that 
if tillage could be increased by only 10 per 
cent. there would be employment and livelihood 
for an additional million of peope in the coun- 
try. A vote of thanks was accorded to the 
lecturer. 

Royal Irish Academy.—A general meeting of 
the Royal Irish Academy was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Academy House, Dawson 
street, Dublin—the Archbishop of Dublin pre- 
siding. A paper by Mr. E. C. R. Armstrong 
was read on ‘Some Associated Finds of Jrish 
Bronze Celts.” The paper described a num- 
ber of cases in which more than one bronze 
celt had been found, and in association, and 
showed that in such finds that the celts dis- 
covered all belonged to the same type. Flat 
celts were only discovered in association with 
flat celts, and the more advanced types with 
other similar celts. The question relative to 
early metal working in Ireland was considered, 
and the author arrived at the conclusion that 
the art of extracting copper from its ores, and 
afterwards hardening it by the addition of tin, 
reached Ireland from the Spanish peninsula. 
Mr, F. L. Hiteheock submitted a paper, which 
was communicated by Professor Conway, on 
“The Formulation of Two Simultaneous Linear 
Vector Functions.’’ Both papers were recom- 
mended for publication. 

R.D.S. Pinaoforte Recital.—There was a large 
audience in the Theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society at Leinster House, yesterday afternoon, 
when Miss Annie Lord gave a recital of piano- 
fortd music. Miss Lord's playing is the sweet 
outcome of cultured feeling. It is the music of 
a human soul intent upon its expressive task. 
Its artistic individuality is not lost in the great 
emotions of the masters whom it is setting 
forth. And Miss Lord has led her art into the 
finest paths. She has made it a means of the 
purest pleasure in winding ways of harmony. 
The first part of her recital last afternoon was 
Brahms’ “Sonata in F minor” (Op. 5). She 
then passed to two pieces of Chopin—a “ Ber- 
ceux’’ and the live Polonaise in C sharp 
minor.. The suggestive ‘ Little Shepherd ” 
and the ‘‘ Prelude’’ from Debussy’s ‘“ Chil- 
dren’s Corner,” and Ravel's “ Ondine’’ were the 
other items of the second part. Lastly, Miss 
Lord played Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘ Théme original 
et Variations’ and Balakirew’s “ Islamey,”’ an 
oriental fantasy, which was an ending, not of 
gloom, but of hope and surprise.
